‘‘In two instances sprouted 
barley was tried and did not 
give satisfactory results,’’ the 
farm bureau bulletin says. Con- 
tinuing the bulletin gives the 
following data on the 
costs: 

“‘In three pens receiving no 
green feed (two receiving 
sprouted barley), the cost per 
dozen varied from 20.2 cents 
per dozen to 23.6 cents per 
dozen, while in the pens re- 
green feed the cost 
varied from 13.2 cents to 17.2 
cents per dozen. 

‘These costs are on the basis 
of feed consumed alone with- 
out regard to labor, overhead 
or other expenses in connection 
with the care of the birds. 
These results, however, give 
the relationship of the price 
of eggs produced where hens 
are fed greens and where they 
receive no greenfeed. On the 
average the hens, receiving 
green feed produced a larger 
percentage of eggs weighing 
22 ounces to the dozen or more 
than did those hens receiving 
no green feed. 

“There was also a very de- 
finite relation between the 
mortality in the various pens 
and the feed used in these pens. 
In three pens receiving no 
green feed, except sprouted 
barley as above mentioned, the
